What Was the Origin and Meaning 
of Bread? 


Bread is bake«l from mnnv sub­ 
stances* although when we think of 
bread 
we 
usually 
think 
of wheat 
bread. 
It 1- sometimes made 
from 
roots,fruits and the hark o f trees,but 
generally only from grains such as 
wheat. 
I've, 
corn, 
etc. 
The w«ir«l 
bread comes from an old word bray, 
meaning to pound. 
This came from 
lb«* method 
used 
in 
preparing the 
foo«l. 
Food which w as pounded was 
said ¡to he braved, ami 
later this 
spelling was changed to bread. P rop­ 
erly -peaking, however, these brayed 
or ground material- are not reallv 
bread in our sen-e ol using the term 
until they nr<* moistened with water, 
when it becomes dough.

This dough was in olden 
times immediately baked in hot nsh- 
i*s, and a hard ind.tie-nbde lump ol 
bread w a , the result. Accidentally it 
was discovereil Thai if the «lough was 
left lor ay ¡me before talking, allowing 
it to ferment, it would, when mixed 
with more dough, swell up and be­ 
come porous.
